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TO  RECIPIENTS  OF  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK  REPORTS: 


Most  of  the  usable  water  in  western  states  originates  as  mountain  snowfall  .    This  snowfall  accumulates  during  the  winter  and 
spring,  several  months  before  the  snow  melts  and  appears  as  streamflow.    Since  the  runoff  from  precipitation  as  snow  is  delayed, 
estimates  of  snowmelt  runoff  can  be  made  well  in  advance  of  its  occurrence.    Streamflow  forecasts  published  in  this  report  are 
based  principally  on  measurement  of  the  water  equivalent  of  the  mountain  snowpack. 

Forecasts  become  more  accurate  as  more  of  the  data  affecting  runoff  are  measured.   AH  forecasts  assume  that  climatic 
factors  during  the  remainder  of  the  snow  accumulation  and  melt  season  wil  I  interuct  with  a  resultant  average  effect  on  runoff. 
Early  season  forecasts  are  therefore  subject  to  a  greater  change  than  those  made  on  later  dates. 

The  snow  course  measurement  is  obtained  by  sampling  snow  depth  and  wafer  equivalent  at  surveyed  and  marked  locations  in 
mountain  areas.   A  total  of  about  ten  samples  are  taken  at  each  location.    The  average  of  these  are  reported  as  snow  depth  and 
water  equivalent.    These  measurements  are  repeated  in  the  same  location  near  the  same  dates  each  year. 

Snow  surveys  are  made  monthly  or  semi-monthly  from  January  1  through  June  1  in  most  states.    There  are  about  1900  snow 
courses  in  Western  United  States  and  in  the  Columbia  Basin  in  British  Columbia.    Networks  of  automatic  snow  water  equivalent 
and  related  data  sensing  devices,  along  with  radio  telemetry  are  expanding  and  will  provide  a  continuous  record  of  snow  water 
and  other  parameters  of  key  locations. 

Detailed  data  on  snow  course  and  soil  moisture  measurements  are  presented  in  state  and  local  reports.    Other  data  on 
reservoir  storage,  summaries  of  precipitation,  current  streamflow,  and  soil  moisture  conditions  at  val  ley  elevations  are  also 
included.    The  report  for  Western  United  States  presents  a  broad  picture  of  water  supply  outlook  conditions,  including  selected 
streamflow  forecasts,  summary  of  snow  accumulation  to  date,  and  storage  in  larger  reservoirs. 

Snow  survey  and  soil  moisture  data  for  the  period  of  record  are  published  by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  by  states  about 
every  five  years.  Data  for  the  current  year  is  summarized  in  a  West -wide  basic  data  summary  and  published  about  October  1 
of  each  year .

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ARIZONA  WATER  SUPPLY  OUTLOOK 
APRIL  1,  1972 


Spring   runoff  will  be  much  below  normal  again  this  year.  With 
near  normal  water  supplies  in  storage,   however,   shortages  will  be  con- 
fined to  areas  depending  upon  direct   river  diversions. 


SNOW  COVER 

Snow  remains  only  on  north  slopes  at  elevations  above   10,000  ft.    on   the  San 
Francisco  Peaks,   White  Mountains  and  Gila  Mountains.      In   these  areas  the 
three  to  four  feet  of  snow  is   considerably  greater  than  that  present  last 
year  at  this  time.     On  sunny  exposures  and  at  lower  elevations,  however, 
the   snow  is   gone  completely.      The  absence  of  storms  since   December  and  the 
much  above  normal  temperature  during  March  is   responsible  for  this  unusual 
condition . 

PRECIPITATION 

With  no  precipitation  for  three  months,    this  is  by  far  the  driest  January- 
March  period  on   record.     Even  with  the  good  storms  of   December,  precipi- 
tation since  November  1  has   been  only   38%  of  average  on  the  Verde,   50%  on 
the  Salt,   and  60%  on  the  Gila  Watersheds.     The  probability  of  receiving 
good  precipitation  diminishes  daily  now  as  we  approach  the  dry   season  of 
mid-April  through  June- 

SOIL  MOISTURE 

Surface  soils  are  drying  as  temperatures   increase  and  growing  plants  use 
more  moisture.      Sub-soil  moisture   is   still  high  and  good  plant   growth  could 
take  place  if  moderate   rains  occur  soon.      If  present  conditions  continue, 
however,    ranges  will  be  very  poor  until   the  summer  rains  start. 

RESERVOIR  STORAGE 

Water  in  storage  has  dropped  slightly  below  normal  due   to  increased  use 
and  low  inflow-      The  Salt  River  Project  Reservoirs  containing  994,800 
acre-feet  are  slightly  below  half  full  and   12%  below  average.  Lake 
Pleasant  contains  slightly  above  average,  while  San  Carlos   and  Lyman 
Reservoirs  hold  slightly  below  average  amounts. 

STREAMFLOW  AND  WATER  SUPPLY 

March  streamflow  of  the  Verde  River  was   the  lowest  since   1904.  March 
runoff  on  the  Salt  and  Gila  was  also  below  average,    but  not  as   low  as  last 
year.     Runoff  forecasts  for  the  April-May  period   range  from  27%  of  average 
on  the   Salt  River  Project  streams   to   36%  on  the  Gila. 

Water  supplies  will  be  adequate   this  year  in  all  areas  served  by  storage 
facilities,   but   reservoirs  will  be  below  last  year  by  the   end  of  the 
season.     The  Upper  Gila  Valley  will  again  be  short  of  water  with  exten- 
sive pumping  required  there. 

If  present  conditions  continue,   ranges  will  be   in  poor  condition  and  fire 
danger  will  be  critical  until   the  summer  rains  begin.
